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LITTLEPORT residents have 
come out fighting after losing of 
a vital medical service in their 
village. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust has ditched the 
village’s paramedic car, and now the 
Save Our Paramedics campaign has 
been launched to get it back. 

The trust axed the service in July and the 
two paramedics who were based at St 
George’s Medical Centre, on Parsons Lane, 
now operate from Cambridge. 

The trust said the move was simply a 
result of a “change in shift patterns”, but 
residents claim it is putting people’s lives at 
risk. 

Soham has also been left without any local 
paramedic cover. 

Louise Brighton and Debra Jordan, who 
both live in Littleport, have launched the 
campaign, saying the trust’s lack of con¬ 
sultation with the public means not 
everyone is aware of the changes. 

Miss Brighton, who has a rare heart 
condition known as SVT, said: “With my 
condition, I had to use the community 
paramedic service quite a lot, so I realise 
what an amazing thing it is to have. 

“Luckily, I have not needed their help this 
year, but if I did, I would be left waiting for a 
paramedic.

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Bracelet breaker 
to pay out £1.50 


A FATHER-OF-THREE has been 
ordered to pay £1.50 compen¬ 
sation to his ex-partner after 
breaking her bracelet. 

Jamie Bramley, 26, snapped the jewel¬ 
lery off of Faye Wood’s wrist after trying 
to snatch a mobile phone from her hand. 

The kerfuffle happened at Miss Wood’s 
home in Soham when he visited his 
children on September 12. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, prosecuting, said: 
“This is a domestic-related incident with 
his ex-partner. 

“They have three children together 
and their relationship came to an end a 
few months before this happened. 

“Mr Bramley went to see his children 
at their mother’s home, but he was late 
and all of them were in bed, apart from 
his eldest son. 

“Miss Wood opened the door and saw 
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him staggering towards her. 

“She didn’t want him there as she 
thought he was intoxicated, but he 
insisted he was coming in and that he 
was going to stay the night.” 

The pair started arguing, which is 
when Miss Wood tried to get her mobile 
phone to call her sister and brother-in- 
law for help. 

Miss Fawehinmi said: “Mr Bramley got 
very mad and kept standing over her. 
Miss Wood felt threatened. 

“He then went to snatch the phone out 
of her hand, breaking her bracelet. 

“Her sister and brother-in-law then 
arrived at the house and the police were 
called. 

“The bracelet was worth £1.50.” 


Bramley, who now lives with his father 
on Laburnum Grove, March, last week 
pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
to a charge of criminal damage. 

The bench heard he is currently sub¬ 
ject to a community order after being 
caught driving while disqualified last 
year. 

Magistrates placed him on an 18- 
month order on July 17 last year with 18- 
months supervision and 175 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Unrepresented in court, Bramley ad¬ 
mitted he had made a “stupid mistake”. 

For breaking the bracelet, Janet South, 
presiding magistrate, added an extra six 
months supervision requirement to his 
existing community order. 

Bramley was also ordered to pay £1.50 
compensation to Miss Wood and £85 
court costs.

“This is putting people’s lives at risk and 
once again, it is rural communities who lose 
something which is so vital for them. 

“The trust’s actions are all about targets 
and it’s not fair, we are 35 miles from the 
nearest hospital, as Ely Hospital’s A&E 
service was axed years ago.” 

Mrs Jordan, of New Road, said: “The trust 
says it is not stopping anything, just that they 
are not using the paramedics on a local 
basis. 

“But from basing them in Cambridge that 
is taking it away from the 20,000 people who 
live in Littleport and Soham. 

“The paramedics were not only there to 
come to people’s rescue. 

“When they were free, they would be at 
our health centre helping with things such as 
injections and to lose them is horrendous. 

“We want to see a proper consultation 
into this, as people are not being kept in the 
loop.” 

Joined by prospective Conservative MP for 
North East Cambridgeshire, Steve Barclay, 
the pair took to the streets at the weekend 
and delivered more than 3,000 leaflets to 
people’s homes. 

Mr Barclay said: “They are moving 
paramedic cover from a rural area to 
Cambridge, where Addenbrooke’s Hospital is 
on their doorstep. 

“Is it too much to ask that residents in 
Littleport, Soham and surrounding areas get 
a straight answer when their lives are being 
put at risk by a reduction in paramedic 
cover?” 

But Terry Hicks, interim general manager 
for the service in Cambridgeshire, said: “We 
have had public consultations and met with 
councillors to discuss the issue. As far as we 
are concerned the issue has been resolved.”

Parking charges 
could be on way 


FURY has erupted in the streets of 
Ely over plans to axe free parking in 
the city. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council has 
announced that residents, tourists and 
workers in Ely could soon have to pay for 
parking. 

The authority will carry out a major 
review of current parking arrangements 
before the end of this year, which could see 
Civil Parking Enforcements introduced by 
20JJ. 

As well as forcing motorists to pay for 
parking in both car parks and on the streets, 
the scheme could give police officers and 
traffic wardens the power to enforce local 
parking restrictions, issuing tickets and 
fining people. 

The review was given the go-ahead at a 
district council environment and transport 
committee meeting last week - a move 
which has caused uproar in the city. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said charging people 
for parking could have “horrendous” affects 
on Ely’s trade. 

She said: “The impact of parking charges 
on towns in the UK have been such that 
many places have abandoned the regimes 
in a desperate bid to save their town 
centres. 

“Free parking is one of Ely’s main 
advantages over Cambridge, Newmarket 
and Peterborough as a shopping option or 
place to visit. 
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“When businesses are going out of 
business every day, is it right to create a 
negative impact on city centre shopping?” 

The revelation comes just a week after the 
authority announced it would be forced to 
make “very difficult decisions” as it faces a 
funding shortfall of £J.5million over the 
next three years. 

Ely’s Liberal Democrat Group, as well as 
the city’s traders’ association, believes the 
council is “greedily” considering the 
enforcements in a bid to cover the funding 
deficit. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader of the party, 
said: “In the same week as the long-awaited 
masterplan for Ely is published, we are 
informed about financial shortfalls in the 
district council’s coffers. 

“Is it a coincidence that the council has 
decided to press ahead with car park 
charging in an attempt to cover a £500,000 
annual deficit? 

“At a time when everyone out there has to 
think about job security and business 
prospects, is it right that the Conservative- 
controlled council should choose this time 
to impose extra costs on a vulnerable town 
centre?” 

But the authority insists it is simply trying 
to find a solution to the city’s “dire” parking 
situation, stating that the average parking 
occupancy is at more than 90 per cent 


across all car parks. 

Cllr Tony Parramint, chairman of the 
environment and transport committee, 
added: “We have to come up with solutions 
to make sure our fine city is not strangled by 
congestion or a lack of car parking spaces. 

“We need to review the evidence to 
decide on the best option for us all - we

need to see what is feasible, what is 
affordable and ultimately, whether any 
change is worth doing. 

“We are not banning the car - we are 
simply looking at what can be done with 
limited resources to meet the costs of 
running a large number of parking facilities. 

“There may be some who will argue that 
any solution will damage Ely as a visitor or 
shopping attraction, but the situation at the 
moment is dire for everyone.”

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A POSTMAN who brutally stabbed 
three people in Ely’s city centre has 
been found guilty of wounding 
with intent. 

Philip Gregory, 34, launched a terrifying 
knife rampage in the early hours of Sunday 
October 19 last year. He was high on drink 
and drugs at the time, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

Using a four-inch knife, Gregory’s first 
victim was a man in Market Square, who 
received a 10cm cut to the neck, as well as a 
stab wound to the abdomen, requiring 
surgery. 

Gregory, of Broad Street, Ely, then went 
on to assault and stab a woman and 
another man who tried to help her in Broad 
Street. The third man received a cut 12- 
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15cm deep inside his abdomen and 
required extensive surgery. 

Gregory was arrested within 90 seconds 
of police arriving at the scene. He has been 
remanded in custody since his arrest. 

The postman, who is of previous good 
character, was charged with wounding with 
intent. He pleaded guilty to wounding, but 
denied intent. 

Members of the jury were instructed to 
decide if Gregory “intended to cause his 
victims serious harm” or whether his 
actions were reckless rather than intent¬ 
ional. 

The jury last week found him guilty of 


the more serious offence. 

Det Con Dan Botterill, said: “Key to this 
successful prosecution was the bravery of 
the victims and the admirable way they 
have conducted themselves during the 
investigation and trial. 

“They have had an absolute ordeal, with 
physical and mental repercussions and 
then had to recount it all in court. 

“They were subjected to unprovoked 
violent attacks with a weapon, suffering 
serious injury. Hopefully they can now 
begin to move on from this.” 

At the time of the rampage, residents and 
business leaders spoke to hie Weekly News 
of their shock. 

Sentencing has been adjourned to the 
week beginning November 2.

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Killer mum hit 
with £27,500 
court case bill

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KILLER mum Rekha Kumari- 
Baker has been ordered to 
pay £27,500 towards the cost 
of her trial. 

The cash will come from the sale 
of the house in Stretham where she 
stabbed her daughters Davina, 16, 
and Jasmine, 13, in June 2007. 

The 41-year-old - who was con¬ 
victed of murder last week and 
jailed for a minimum of 33 years - is 
now effectively penniless. 

Prosecutor John Farmer told 
Cambridge Crown Court on Friday 
that Kumari-Baker had been award¬ 
ed the property at The Crofters in 
her divorce from David Baker, the 
girls’ father, on the understanding 
she would care for the children. 

It was sold at auction after Kum- 
ari-Baker’s arrest. Mr Farmer asked 
for costs totalling £47,359, but the 
court heard she only has remaining 
assets of just over £30,000. 

Mr Farmer added: “It is the policy 
of the Crown Prosecution Service to

apply for costs in every case where 
the defendant has assets. 

“The peculiarity of this case is 
that, for a person convicted of 
murder, she has assets, and no 
dependants.” 

He added: “A few thousand has 
gone since she was arrested. 
Whether it is being held by a family 
member or has been spent, we 
don’t know.” 

Judy Khan, for Kumari-Baker, 
asked the judge, Mr Justice Bean, 
not to impose a costs order. 

She said Kumari-Baker had the 
right to plead not guilty and be tried 
by a jury, but the imposition of costs 


was “an additional form of pun¬ 
ishment”. 

Miss Khan said Kumari-Baker 
had been told she would be seg¬ 
regated from other prisoners, “in all 
likelihood for the remainder of her 
time in custody” and so would have 
no opportunity to earn money. 

None of Kumari-Baker’s relatives 
were prepared to support her, the 
court heard. 

Mr Farmer said Mr Baker was 
opposed to his ex-wife being 
allowed to keep any cash from the 
house sale - adding this might affect 
his decision not to launch civil 
proceedings. 

Mr Farmer said: “He would regard 
it as distasteful and would re¬ 
consider his position.” 

Mr Justice Bean ordered Kumari- 
Baker, who was not present for the 
hearing, to pay £27,500. The re¬ 
mainder of her assets will be held by 
her solicitors to manage her affairs. 

Prosecuting lawyer Emma Dmit¬ 
riev said: “We are very pleased with 
the outcome of the hearing, which 
goes some way to reimbursing the 
costs to the taxpayer.”

Sir, It must be very tiring being a 
Liberal Democrat, trying to say clever 
things about the major projects 
facing the district but never quite 
pulling it off, or even worse getting 
things very wrong. 

Let’s take their short-sighted attitude 
towards the Ely southern link road 
(City bypass really is dead - Letters, 
September 17). Do they 
really want to blight Ely’s future and 
condemn it to perpetual 
gridlock? 

Ely is a bottleneck at the crossroads of 
important regional rail and road 
routes. We all know that Network Rail 
has plans to increase freight train 
movements through Ely and we all 
want to see more passenger trains. 
Network Rail say that the level 
crossing by the railway station could 
be closed for up 55 minutes in every 
hour. The impact of lorries queuing 
for miles along the A142 should send 
shudders down all our spines. 

What is deeply frustrating is this need 
not be a party political issue, we 
should all be working together to 
make sure that Ely prospers and gets 
the investment its deserves. 

But instead they dismiss plans which 
are progressing well and then 
misquote the recent inspector’s 
report into the East Cambridgeshire 
Core Strategy. The report states there 
are serious traffic and environmental 
problems with the level crossing and 
that these will get worse with growth 
in rail freight. The report calls for 
major improvements to the A142 to 
tackle these. A range of options 
should be looked at, including a 
bypass. 

The council has since carried out 
detailed traffic work for the Ely 
Masterplan. The Masterplan states 
that there can be no major growth in 
Ely without a southern link road. The 
scheme is vital for Ely’s future. 

As I have said often in the last six 
months, we are closer than ever to 
tackling this problem - we are not 
about to stop now.

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Villagers’ fury at 
attack on author

VILLAGERS have spoken of 
their disgust after 81-year- 
old author Jean Adamson 
was viciously mugged. 

Everyone - from shopkeepers 
to school leaders - expressed 
their shock after a teenage yob 
broke her arm and dragged her 
along the street. 

As revealed by the Weekly 
News last week, the much-loved 
author of the Topsy and Tim 
children’s books was attacked 
near her home in High Street, 
Stretham. 

The mugging happened at 
11.30am on Sunday September 
20, as she was walking home 
from the post office. 

A youth, who police have said 
could be as young as 15, app¬ 
roached her opposite the church 
and grabbed the shopping bag 
from her shoulder. 

The author, who has lived in 
the village since 1968, tried to 
hang on and was pulled along 
the ground before she had to let 

go- 

Karen Stanton, deputy head¬ 
teacher at Stretham Primary 
School, said everyone at the 
school was “deeply shocked” by 
the attack. 

She said: “Jean is well loved 
and we are deeply shocked and 
upset by what has happened. 

“She used to be a governor 
here and was very involved with 
both staff and children, esp¬ 
ecially reading to them. 

“What has happened is dis¬ 
gusting.” 

Alex Blair, the owner of Streth¬ 
am Stores, said: “Jean is a star in 
the village and a remarkable 
woman for her age. 

“Like ourselves, our customers 
are disgusted and everyone 
hopes this person is found 
quickly.” 

Mrs Adamson said she was 
overwhelmed with the amount 
of support she had received. 

She said: “Everyone has been 
so supportive and I have so 


many cards and flowers. 

“It is lovely and I even received 
a bouquet from my publishers, 
Ladybird.” 

Jo Rutherford, bookseller at 
Toppings and Company Book¬ 
sellers on Ely’s High Street, said: 
“What has happened is dis¬ 
gusting and everyone is behind 
her.” 

The attacker made off in the 
direction of Pump Lane and 
police were revisiting the village 
yesterday in an attempt to jog 
people’s memories. 


The mugger was white, about 
5ft 8in, aged 15 to 17, and 
wearing a white T-shirt with a 
shirt over the top, and a grey 
baseball cap with a white peak. 

Det Sgt Daren Cooper said: 
“We have spoken to a number of 
people who work in local 
businesses already, but we will 
revisit them in an effort to glean 
any information we can.”

DROVES of people put their best 
foot forward with the Bishop of Ely 
to mark two institutions’ 
milestone anniversaries.

Whooper 
swans land 
at wetlands 

AFTER flying more than 1,200 
miles, the first group of migrating 
whooper swans have landed in 
Welney. 

More than 20 of the majestic 
birds swooped down on to water 
at the Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust 
on Sunday. 

The new arrivals will spend time 
on the wetlands feeding and 
recovering from the mammoth 
journey from their breeding 
grounds in Iceland. 

The migratory path includes a 
700-mile ocean crossing over the 
north Atlantic. 

The reserve expects thousands 
more to arrive over the autumn 
months, as well as bewick swans, 
which have 2,500 miles to travel 
from their breeding areas in Arctic 
Russia. 

Leigh Marshall, reserve 
manager, said: “The reserve is 
looking fantastic at the moment, 
thanks to favourable conditions 
over the summer and with the 
recent arrival of hundreds of ducks 
from their northern breeding 
areas. 

“The first swans are always very 
exciting and really signal the start 
of autumn here at Welney.” 

The Fens are a favourite winter¬ 
ing spot for the swans due to the 
combination of safe roost sites on 
wetlands and plentiful food avail¬ 
able, such as waste sugar beet tops 
and waste potatoes left over from 
the harvest. 

The arrival of the swans kick 
starts the Winter at Welney cele¬ 
brations, which will run through¬ 
out the stay of the swans to March 
next year. 

Events planned include photo¬ 
graphy, willow and art workshops, 
children’s activities and festivals.

ELY’S empty Wool- 
worths store could be 
taken over by high 
street fashion chain 
M&Co., the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

Traders have been told 
the city’s existing M&Co. is 
looking to move into the 
derelict shopping space in 
Market Place. 

The company refused to 
comment on the relocation, 
but the Ely Traders’ Ass¬ 
ociation says it has been 
informed of the plans. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
chairman of the association, 
said: “I can confirm we have 
been told that M&Co. is 
going to take over the empty 
Woolworths store. 

“As far as we know, emp¬ 
loyees at their existing shop 
on Market Street also know 
about the move. 

“I think it is good news as 
M&Co. caters for a lot of 
people and fills the market 
well. 

“With the large space that 
the old Woolies offers, it 
would make a decent-sized 
clothes shop and we would 
welcome it being there. 

“I suppose they cannot 
say anything about it at the 
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moment because contracts 
may have not been signed 
or something.” 

Specialising in ladies 
wear for women of all 
shapes and sizes, as well as 
menswear, children’s cloth¬ 
ing and home accessories, 
M&Co. was previously 
known as Mackays. 

Several readers have also 
contacted the Weekly News 
after hearing about the 
takeover. 

Lynn Road resident Sally 
Goodman said: “I have 
heard M&Co. is moving 
there. 

“It will be good to see the 
Woolworths store being 
used, of course, but it would 
be nice to see something 
different coming into Ely 
instead of a shop simply 
moving.” 

The news comes almost 
10 months after the collapse 
of the much-loved high 
street chain, which saw 
hundreds of shops boarded 
up across the country. 

In St Ives, the empty store 
was taken over by a 
warehouse clearance shop, 


while frozen food chain 
Iceland took over branches 
in Haverhill and St Neots. 

Newmarket’s former 
Woolworths shop was taken 
over by bargain store, QD. 

Ely’s store, which has 
been at the centre of cont¬ 
roversy since its closure, is 
one of the few-remaining 
local premises to still stand 
empty. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, the 
city’s mayor, was one of 
many councillors fighting to 
make use of the shopping 
space. 

He said: “We all know that 
when it comes to someone 
taking over the Woolworths 
site it will be tricky because 
of its sheer size. 

“I hadn’t heard anything 
about M&Co. taking over 
but it would be good to see 
it being put to good use. 

“It does seem a slight 
shame though that a store 
would be simply moving 
from one site to another 
and no newcomer taking 
over.” 

A spokeswoman from 
M&Co. refused to comment 
on the issue, as did mem¬ 
bers of staff in the city’s 
existing store.

Electric shock 
trio recovering

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THREE men who suffered 
massive electric shocks on 
a school sports field are 
now recovering from their 
ordeal at home. 

Trevor Mott, Chris Young and 
Ivor Lloyd have been released 
from hospital after the incident at 
the King’s School, Ely, on Tuesday 
September 15. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the trio, who are groundsmen at 
the independent school, suffered 
electric shocks while putting up a 
rugby post near high-voltage 
power lines. 

Emergency services were called 
to the incident at 2.15pm on 
Angel Drove, Ely, after the post 
made contact with the 33,000-volt 
electricity cable. 

All three men suffered burns to 
their hands and feet, but they 
have now been released from 
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Incident scene: the sports field where 
the accident took place. 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Sue Freestone, principal of the 
King’s School, said: “I am 
delighted to say that all three men 
are now back at home and on the 
mend. 

“They have been released from 
hospital and are recovering with 
very minor burns. 

“They are not back at work yet, 
but will be once they have been 
given the all clear and the main 
thing is that they are safe and 
well.” 


Mrs Freestone also confirmed 
that Health and Safety Executive 
investigations are ongoing and 
that a “thorough investigation” 
will be conducted. 

Two ambulances, two medical 
response vehicles, the air amb¬ 
ulance and police officers were 
called to the sports fields. 

The three men were taken to 
hospital by land ambulance after 
a fourth man - who was also 
working but was unhurt - called 
the emergency services quickly. 

Doctors from the air amb¬ 
ulance helped stabilise the men 
before they were extracted from 
the sports field. 

The ambulance service said 
that the injured men were con¬ 
scious and breathing when they 
were transported to Adden¬ 
brooke’s. 

Representatives of EDF energy 
were called to the scene and an 
investigation by engineers is 
ongoing. 

There was no reported dis¬ 
ruption to power supplies.

Home-grown 
drags couple 
avoid prison 


A COUPLE who transformed their 
sleepy village home into a drug 
factory to cater for their “heavy” 
addiction have escaped jail. 

Andrew Billimore, 43, and Vicki Gray, 51, 
were caught with more than 80 cannabis 
plants in a bedroom. 

Police officers also discovered heat 
lamps, timers, an irrigation system and 
other items used for growing the class B 
drug when they swooped on their rural 
property in Lawn Lane, Little Downham, 
in April. 

But the pair, who admitted they were 
“extremely heavy users”, said it was better 
they grew their own than giving money to 
drug dealers. 

Having pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court earlier this year to producing a class 
B drug, they were sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court last week. 

The court heard that in September 2000, 
Billimore was jailed for 20 years, of which 
he served six years and seven months, for 
supplying and possessing cannabis. 

Gray had also been jailed for 10 months. 

Sentencing the couple, fudge Gareth 
Hawksworth blasted their view that it was 
“perfectly natural”, and told them: “The 
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time has come for you to stop smoking 
cannabis.” 

David Pickersgill, mitigating, said the 
couple only expected a small proportion of 
the plants would grow to be usable. 

He said: “They had been ripped off by 
other suppliers in the past, so they decided 
to grow their own drugs.” 

fudge Hawksworth told the couple: “You 
have a responsibility to act in accordance 
with the law, just like everybody else. There 
is no reason why you should be treated 
differently” 

A small quantity of processed cannabis 
was also found at the property, along with 
an imitation firearm. 

Billimore was given a 12-month sent¬ 
ence suspended for two years, and ordered 
to carry out 200 hours of community 
service. 

Gray received a nine-month sentence 
suspended for two years, and was ordered 
to complete 150 hours of community 
service. 

They were also ordered to pay £250 costs 
each.

VICTORIOUS young 
footballers have celeb¬ 
rated a special win in 
memory of inspirational 
cancer fundraiser Liam 
Fairhurst.

Inspired by his determin¬ 
ation, the committee decided 
to make him a life vice presi¬ 
dent of the club and Liam att¬ 
ended numerous games with 
his dad, Mark, mum, Sarah and 
younger brother, Callum. 



And when he passed away, to 
make sure he had a connection 
with the club, the committee 
commissioned the memorial 
trophy, which now stands 
proudly at the Cambridge club. 

Club secretary Dave Heron 
said: “Following Liam’s tragic 
and untimely passing, it was 
agreed by the committee that 
we should honour his memory. 

“Liam was such an inspir¬ 
ation to so many people, and a 


great role model to the young¬ 
sters. 

“By his own admission, Liam 
was definitely not a football fan 
but watching the 7 and 8-year- 
olds playing and seeing the 
enthusiasm and joy on their 
faces, he was hooked. 

“Liam’s memory will always 
live on in the hearts of Cherry 
Hinton Lions and his courage 
and selflessness will be an 
inspiration to all of us.” 

People from across the globe 
were devastated after the heroic 
teen died at his family home in 
Soham on June 30. 

After a four-year battle with 
cancer, Liam managed to raise 
more than £320,000 for child¬ 
ren’s cancer charity CLIC Sarg¬ 
ent, despite battles against 
tumours in his leg and lung. 

His bravery earned him 
plaudits such as meetings with 
Prince William and the Prime 
Minister, and the accolade of 
Child of Courage at the Pride of 
Britain Awards.

Mountain man 
hits new highs 
for ill children 

A JOURNALIST who swapped the flat Fens 
for new heights has raised more than 
£1,000 for sick children. 

Matt Wilkinson, 32, collected more than 
£1,100 by climbing Mount Kilimanjaro 
earlier this month. 

Matt, from Fordham, took on the 5,850m 
summit to raise funds for East Anglia’s 
Children’s Hospices (EACH), which provides 
care and support for life-threatened 
children and their families. 

Although he is no stranger to endurance 
tests, having taken part in 24-hour mountain 
bike relays, Matt admits it was one of the 
toughest things he has ever had to do. 

He said: “The challenge was amazing. It 
took six days to trek up and down the 
mountain. 

“The hardest part was climbing through 
the night from the base camp at Kibo hut, 
which was at an altitude of 4,700m where 
there is half the air there is at sea level, to 
Gilman’s point on the crater rim at around 
5,681m. 

“The elation of reaching the summit was 
quickly eroded by the knowledge that, not 
only did we have to climb back down the 
mountain to Kibo hut, but we would then 
have to trek for another three hours to get to 
our next camp!” 

He added: “I chose to raise money for 
EACH as I feel very fortunate never to have 
had to call on their services and I wanted to 
help children and families who are in a less 
fortunate position.” 

The mountain claims the lives of around 
20 people a year, mainly from altitude 
sickness. Only 60 per cent of those who try 
to reach the summit succeed.

Village blasts 
crusher plans 


WITCHFORD residents are 
in uproar over plans to build 
concrete crushing facilities 
in their village. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
wants to build the plant at its 
highways depot in Stirling Way. 

The plans, which were originally 
earmarked for a site in Sutton, 
include a concrete crusher, which 
is roughly the size of a small digger, 
a screener and an asphalt recycler. 

But the authority now wants to 
build the facilities in Witchford to 
allow highway construction waste 
to be recycled. 

The proposals have created a 
storm of protest in the village, with 
residents saying the impact on 
their lives will be “devastating”. 

Gary Griffiths, who lives on Ely 
Road, said: “This scheme is scand¬ 
alous and the whole village is up in 
arms. Just weeks after plans for a 
hideous new recycling centre are 
passed, we get this. 

“I know someone who has one 
of these crushers and I know what 
the consequences are, in particular

the problems with noise and dust.” 

Local councillors are also furious 
with the proposals. 

County councillor Sue Austen, 
who represents Ely South and 
West, said: “This is a disaster. We 
are trying to get high profile 
companies to invest in the area 
and this could prevent them from 
coming. 

“It must not be allowed to happ¬ 
en and we will fight it all the way.” 

Ely South Cllr Jeremy Friend- 
Smith added: “There has been no 
consideration of the impact this 
proposal will have on people living 
near the site and businesses. 

“They can look forward to major 
disruption and this could drive 
businesses away from the area.” 

Companies on neighbouring 
Lancaster Way Business Park have 
also blasted the scheme. 

A spokeswoman for Grovemere 
Properties, which owns the busi¬ 
ness park, said: “We are against 


these plans and will be making that 
clear to the county council. 

“The affects this crusher could 
have on our companies could be 
catastrophic, as well as for those 
residents living nearby.” 

Cambridgeshire County coun¬ 
cillor Mac McGuire, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and access, said: 
“This is absolute nonsense and so 
far from the truth that it would be 
laughable if they had not already 
scared residents with their bogus 
claims. 

“This is not a massive crushing 
plant, it is a small portable 
machine that we have been 
trialling without any complaints at 
the site already and other depots 
where houses are much closer. 

“At the most, it will be used a 
couple of hours every fortnight or 
month and adheres to our highly- 
strict noise and environmental 
regulations.” 

The council’s development and 
control committee will be hearing 
the application on Wednesday 
October 14 at 1pm.

Sports trial to tackle 
anti-social behaviour

COUNCIL chiefs believe sport is 
the answer to reducing anti-social 
behaviour in the Ely area. 

Residents living in deprived areas of the 
city are set to find out whether simple act¬ 
ivities such as football and basketball can 
bring communities together. Villages, 
including Littleport, will also be trialled. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has appointed James Nairn, a new 
positive activities co-ordinator, to 
spearhead the scheme. The authority says 
the aim of the project is to “encourage 
those who feel left on the outside of 
society to become part of the 
mainstream”. 

Mr Nairn said: “East Cambridgeshire is 
often seen as an affluent area, but we do 
have real areas of deprivation which are 
disconnected from the rest of the district. 
This is something we must tackle. 

“Sport has long been identified as one 
of the best ways of working with people 
and building levels of trust which were 
non-existent before.” 

An example of how sport clubs can 
enhance the community includes 
Littleport Boxing Club, which was set up 
by the council earlier this year. 

Tom Hickson, the council’s sports 
development officer, said: “Tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour and uniting comm¬ 
unities are issues which Government, 
councils and organisations have striven to 
deal with. 

“In East Cambridgeshire, we believe 
sport is one way of changing people’s 
attitude and over the last 18 months, we 
have shown the value of physical activity 
in making a difference.”

THOUSANDS of people will 
be flocking to Soham for the 
British National Ploughing 
Championships and Country 
Festival next weekend. 

A highlight of the farming year, 
the two-day event is being held on 
Sunday, October 11 and Monday, 
October 12.

Visitors will also be able to see 
demonstrations of vintage tractors 
and machinery dating from the First 
World War through to the 1960s, 
and an increasingly rare 
opportunity to see steam ploughing 
tackle at work. 

There will also be three past 
World Ploughing Champions, three 


past European champions and 12 
ex-British champions battling it out 
at the event.

Champions. 

As well as the competitors, there 
will be heavy horse shows, trade 
stands, machinery demonstrations 
and craft stalls. 

Ken Chappell, executive director 
of the Society of Ploughmen, said: 
“This really is a world-class event 
and it will be a fantastic family day 
out. 

“It is very difficult to get the 
message across of what a great 




day out it can be - children have a 
unique opportunity to compare 
farming throughout the ages with 
heavy horses, steam engines, 
vintage tractors and the modern 
day equipment. 

“Some of the older generation 
can remember these working the 
field, and everyone can enjoy the 
crafts and the huge variety of trade 
stands and stalls.” 

The championships will take 
place on land east of the A142, the 
Soham bypass between 
Newmarket and Ely. It will be well 
signed from major roads.

Nights draw in, but 
thieves come out 


A s the nights start to 
ZA draw in, it's time to 
1 Aput away your patio 
furniture and other garden 
valuables - or at least make 
sure they're secure during 
the autumn and winter 
months. 

Insurers are advising people to 
make sure their garden sheds are 
locked and encouraging them to 
install solid gates and outdoor 
security lights. 

“Gardens are often perceived as 
the home’s largest ‘room’ and easy 
targets for would-be thieves that 
can sometimes be overlooked 
when taking out home and 
contents insurance,” says 
Margaret Slater, marketing 
manager at Congregational & 
General. 

“We want to highlight the 
importance of checking cover, as 
many policies limit cover for 
contents in the open or contained 
in out-buildings. 

“For example, some objects like 
the latest ‘must have’ expensive 
tropical plants, or even Yorkshire 
stone paving, can be enticing to 
unwanted visitors and may not be 
included in some policies.” 

Bill Seddon, managing director 
of garden security firm Gardien, 
says that despite a steady increase 
in garden theft in the last few 
years, people are learning very 
slowly about the importance of 
securing their items and reading 
the small print on their insurance 
policies. 

“It’s not just the number of 
garden thefts, but the variety of 
thefts that are on the increase -

from basics like paving stones to 
high-end garden antiques, 
expensive shrubs and trees,” he 
says. 

“Now’s the time people are 
buying expensive plants to plant 
in their garden, and they are the 
easiest things to lift.” 

Sheds are regularly being raided 
for their contents, which can be 
lucrative for thieves if you’re 
storing bikes worth £1,000-plus. 

“People are putting them in 
sheds which don’t have proper 
locks on, and are then surprised 
when things go missing,” says 
Seddon. “People housing 
expensive bikes should be asking 
the question: ‘Am I happy housing 
a £1,000 bike in a £200 shed?”’ 

No item is too big for thieves to 
snatch, he warns. Sit-on 
lawnmowers, large-scale garden 
furniture, huge barbecues and 
hefty garden ornaments have all 
been stolen. Thieves have even 
been known to roll up newly- 
turfed lawns and take them away 
to be sold on. 

Seddon’s website, www.gardien. 
co.uk, sells devices such as 
rootball anchors, which claim to 
protect plants against being 
stolen, as well as heavy-duty shed

locks, furniture anchors, metal 
sheds and security lights. 

It also has a customised 
spreadsheet where you can make 
an inventory of the items you have 
and their value to find out how 
much your garden contents are 
actually worth. 

Most people find that they are 
vastly underinsured, says Seddon. 

“You may have to insure 
individual items. Discuss it with 
your insurance company. It may 
mean a small increase in your 
premium, but it’s worth it.” 

Make sure you check your 
insurance policy and read the 
small print. 

Different policies have different 
exclusions and limits. Some 
insurers include garden cover as 
standard, others offer it as an 
additional extra. Exclusions might 
include plants in pots, which 
could mean your prize fapanese 
maple. 

Here are some measures you 
can take to reduce the risk of your 
garden items being stolen: 

■ Plant some prickly hedges such 
as pyracantha, holly or hawthorn 
to deter thieves and add sturdy 
trellis to fence panels to make 
fences more difficult to climb over, 

■ Install a low-cost gravel 
driveway or path so that you can 
hear visitors approaching, take 
pictures of valuable items in case 
they are stolen, and write your 
postcode on items such as 
barbecues with an ultra-violet pen 
so they can be tracked, 

■ Get a decent lock for your 
garage or shed, buy some cheap 
blinds so opportunists can’t see 
what’s inside and invest in 
motion-sensitive security lights. 

■ If you have a gate to your 
garden, fix a good lock and keep it 
locked, making it as hard as 
possible for intruders to enter, and 

■ Encourage your neighbours to 
check around your property and 
keep an ear out for any unusual or 
unexpected noise from your home 
or garden when you are away. 

“Take a walk around your 
garden and think like a thief,” says 
Seddon. “Look at what’s valuable, 
what’s lying around, and don’t fall 
into the trap of thinking it’s too 
heavy to steal.

This spreading, rhizomatous, 
herbaceous perennial has 
insignificant creamy bell-shaped 
flowers in midsummer before 
inflated, papery 5cm lanterns 
emerge which turn from green to 
beige and then orange-red in 
autumn. 

They are great for including in 
flower arrangements, and should 
be cut and then dried for winter 
decorations. Plants grow to about 
60-75cm tall and 90cm across, but 
spread by suckers and need to be 
kept in check if you don’t have 
much room. 

They prefer full sun in any well- 
drained soil, although they will 
tolerate light shade.

Mazda in C02 elite 

MAZDA is one of Europe’s leading brands in 
lowering the C02 emissions of its cars, says a 
recent report by the European Federation for 
Transport and Environment. 

The report is based on the EU car C02 monitor¬ 
ing mechanism database for 2008. It analysed 14 
major car makers in Europe, and found that C02 
emissions had dropped by an average of 3.3 per 
cent per vehicle. Mazda was far ahead of this 
figure, with a drop in C02 emissions of 8.2 per 
cent per car in 2008, just behind the top brand, 
BMW, which had an average drop of 10.2 per 
cent. This means a C02 reduction of the entire 
Mazda line-up in Europe from 172g/km to 
158g/km, and is a further step in lowering Mazda’s 
C02 emissions by a further 23 per cent by 2015. 

This excellent result can be attributed to Mazda’s 
‘Sustainable Zoom-Zoom’ strategy, which was 
introduced in 2007 and has since produced next- 
generation vehicles that are lighter than their 
predecessors, use less fuel and produce less C02.

CHEAPER than Essex, 
more expensive than 
Norfolk is the verdict on 
garage charges in this part 
of East Anglia - and the 
cost of repairs is falling as 
the recession bites. 

Some may continue to 
charge £190 an hour, but the 
price dealers charge to fix your 
car is falling for the first time 
as they fight for customers in 
the credit crunch economy. 

After years of soaring prices 
from franchised dealers, the 
latest Warranty Direct labour 
rates survey shows that the 
average rate charged for an 
hour of a mechanic’s time has 
fallen by 4.8 per cent to £90.16 
an hour in the last 12 months. 
Over the same period, cheaper 
independent workshops have 
recorded a marginal increase 
of 0.8 per cent, taking their 
average to £56.10. 

Analysis of more than 5,000 
garage charges nationwide 
suggests franchised dealers 
have to compete more on 
price than before, pushing 
averages down for the first 
time since Warranty Direct 
began investigating labour 
rates in 2004. 

The UK’s garage labour rate 
average, a combination of 
franchised and independent 
garages, now stands at £75.85 
an hour. 

However, rates vary greatly 
across the country, with the 
average in Greater London 
standing at £94.44 per hour - 
54 per cent higher than 
Cornwall, where the figure is 
just £61.15. 

“The unsustainable increase 
in franchised dealer rates has 
hit the buffers,” says Warranty 
Direct’s Duncan McClure 
Fisher. “It’s like house prices - 
the way some workshops were 
increasing their charges year 
after year couldn’t continue. 


Even so, you could still be 
charged as much as £190 an 
hour if you’re not careful. 
Motorists should shop around 
for the best rate - there’s no 
need to be stung this badly.” 

After labour rates peaked at 
£198.86 per hour in 2008, the 
highest now stands at £190.35.

New-era motoring

iQ for Sports: 18-inch alloys make a very positive impression. 


DIMINUTIVE but 

distinctive, Toyota’s iQ is 
capturing the spotlight at 
the Frankfurt Motor Show 
with two bold new design 
studies that further prove 
responsible, sub-lOOg/km 
motoring doesn’t have to 
be dull. 

iQ, the world’s smallest 
four-seat production car, is 
already a head-turner on the 
street with its thoroughly 
contemporary and compact 
styling. Now Toyota is 
revealing the car’s potential 
for customisation, with 
street-cool body kits and 
vibrant interiors. 

iQ Collection focuses on 
the cabin, with the white 
pearl finish of the body 
carried through to trim 
details such as the centre 
console, instrument binnacle 
and door panels. The leather 
upholstery is a matching 
white shade, with a central 
seat panel design exclusive to 
the show model. The fully 
glazed roof makes for an 
exceptionally light and bright 
interior. 

The other option is iQ for 
Sports which is all about 
urban street style with a 
bespoke body kit that 
accentuates iQ’s broad stance, 
powerful geometry and clean, 
sweeping lines. The car rides 
on custom-made 18-inch 
alloys and features aero- 
headlamps with high- 
intensity LED driving lights 
for an unmistakable “look-at- 
me” appearance. There is also 
a rear roof spoiler and a 
trapezoidal central exhaust, 
further emphasising iQ’s 
potential for personalisation. 

The radical styling 


continues on the inside with 
illuminated door handles, a 
swivelling spotlight on top of 
the dash, an illuminated iQ 
logo and trim panels crafted 
in raw nickel and aluminium. 

On-board entertainment 
and navigation are controlled 
by a 10-inch LCD touch¬ 
screen, with DVD playback 
and music library functions. 

Meanwhile Peugeot 
presented its electric-only 
concept as a practical 
solution to future mobility 
needs, with the BB1 city car¬ 
sized offering capable of 
carrying four adults. 

Not bad for a car that’s just 
2.5m long and able to park at 
right angles to the pavement. 

The firm says its design 
teams faced a real challenge 
to make such amazing use of 
interior space, which can also 
be adapted to increase the 
load capacity. 

The double bubble roof, 
similar to the one on the 
forthcoming Peugeot RCZ 
coupe, helps with the feeling 
of space within the vehicle, as 
does the openness created by 
the large glazed surface areas. 

For its powertrain, the BB1 
draws on inspiration from the 
quad bike, and the tubular 
chassis was designed by 
Peugeot’s motorcycles arm. 

The firm has fitted two 
electric motors in the rear 
wheels, designed together 
with Michelin, which 
maximises the use of interior 
space. 

They produce a maximum 
power output of 20bhp, nippy 
enough for busy city roads, 
and it comes with standard 
car systems such as electric 
power-steering and 

independent suspension.
